These Tables give information on the 
achievements of pupils in local primary schools, 
and how they compare with other schools in 
the Local Authority (LA) area and in England 
as a whole. This booklet presents a range of 
key performance measures, but a wider range 
of school information is available at www. 
education.gov.uk/schools/performance 
relating to attainment and progress from Key 
Stage 1 to Key Stage 2. 
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About These Tables 



General 

The National Curriculum Key Stage 2 test 
results for maintained schools in England are 
provided in these Tables. For each LA, schools 
are listed alphabetically, with special schools 
shown in a separate section at the end of 
each list. Schools that do not take pupils up 
to the age of 11 (e.g. infant schools) are not 
included. Neither are independent schools 
as there is no requirement for them to enter 
their pupils for National Curriculum Tests. 

If your child already attends a school listed 
in the Tables, you may be interested to see 
how its results compare with other schools in 
the area, and with the LA and national aver- 
ages. You can also see, at a glance, how each 
school's results have changed over the past 
four years. To get a more rounded picture, 
you can also obtain details of the most recent 
Ofsted judgements of the school. 

You may want to discuss the results with 
teachers at your child's school. How do they 
feel the school is performing, and what plans 
do they have to improve levels of achieve- 
ment? How can you support the work of the 
school? What more can you do to help your 
own child do better? 



Choosing a school 

If you are considering local primary schools for 
your child, you will find helpful information in 
the Tables about the performance of schools 
in your area. However, the Tables provide only 
part of the picture of each school's overall 
achievements and do not predict future per- 
formance. Schools change from year to year 
and their future results may differ from those 
achieved by current pupils. 

The Tables should be considered alongside 
other important sources of information such 
as Ofsted reports, visits to the school itself 
and talking to teachers. Ofsted school inspec- 
tion reports can be obtained from either 
www.education.gov.uk/schools/perform 
ance, www.ofsted.gov.uk , or direct from the 
school on request. 



Expected Levels of Primary School 
Performance at the end of Key Stage 2 

The government assesses mainstream main- 
tained primary schools' performance against 
defined "floor standards". Considered against 
these, a school would be seen as "underper- 
forming"if: 

■ fewer than 60% of pupils at the end of Key 

Stage 2 (KS2) achieved level 4 or above in 
English and maths; and 

■ below the average percentage of pupils at 
the end of KS2 made expected progress in 
English (201 2 national median = 92%); and 

■ below the average percentage of pupils at 
the end of KS2 made expected progress in 
maths (201 2 national median = 90%).

Each school's figures are based on the results 
of all pupils at the end of KS2, including those 
who missed tests because of absence or who 
are working at the level of the tests but unable 
to access them. This can happen if all, or part, of 
a test is not suitable for a pupil with particular 
special educational needs, though the tests are 
designed to cater for most pupils with special 
educational needs. Because those pupils are 
included in the calculations but did not achieve 
a test level, they may disproportionately affect 
a school's results. 

To help you take this into account, the percent- 
age of eligible pupils who were absent at the 
time of the tests or working at the level of the 
tests but unable to access them is shown along- 
side the percentage achieving Level 4 or above 
and Level 5 or above. The higher the percent- 
age of those pupils, the more a school's results 
may have been affected by pupils with no test 
results. 



Pupils Excluded from Calculation 
of Performance Tables Figures 

The following adjustments may have been 
made, at a school's request, to our calculation 
of their results: 

■ Where a pupil was admitted to the school in 
the 201 0/1 1 or 201 1/201 2 school year from 
outside the United Kingdom and their first 
language is not English. The Government 
accepts that these pupils are unlikely 
to be able to show what they can do in 
examinations until they have improved their 
English language skills and are more familiar 
with the school curriculum in this country. 

These pupils will not count towards the schools 
results but will still be reported at a national 
level. 

What a School's Attainment 
Measures Tell You 

National Curriculum tests measure pupils' 
attainment againstthe levels set by the National 
Curriculum. They measure the extent to which 
pupils have the specific knowledge, skills and 
understanding which the National Curriculum 
expects pupils to have mastered in English and 
mathematics by the end of KS2. 



The National Curriculum tests do not measure 
a pupil's general ability in other subject areas. 

Measures of attainment, such as the propor- 
tion reaching Level 4 or above; the proportion 
reaching Level 5 or above; and the average 
point score show the actual results achieved by 
the cohort of pupils who took their KS2 tests in 
201 2, i.e. the standards reached in the tests. 

However, schools' KS2 test results are largely 
affected by the prior attainment of their pupils 
(how well they did at KS1). Therefore, in com- 
paring the effectiveness of two or more pri- 
mary schools, it is best to also look at their KS1 
Average Points Score; the percentage of pupils 
making expected progress in English and in 
maths; and information on achievements and 
progress of pupils, who at the end of Key Stage 
1 had been assessed as being either below, at 
or above Level 2. 

If you do wish to compare school's KS2 results, 
bear in mind that small differences between 
school results are unlikely to be significant, par- 
ticularly if the school's year group is small. 
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Description of Measures Published in Tables 



Achievements in both English 
& Mathematics 

The majority of pupils are expected to achieve 
Level 4 or above in Key Stage 2 National 
Curriculum Tests in both English and maths. 
The performance measures in this booklet 
show the percentage of pupils eligible to sit 
tests who have achieved Level 4+ and the per- 
centage who have achieved Level 5 or above in 
both subjects. 

In its response to the Bew Review of Key Stage 
2 Testing, Assessment and Accountability, the 
Government said that it would take account of 
Level 6 test results in accountability. 

The 2012 level 6 English reading and math- 
ematics test were not compulsory, were only 
provided to schools registering pupils for these 
tests and were externally marked. Attainment 
at Level 6 will be published at national and local 
authority level in the Key Stage 2 statistical first 
release, but not at school level. 



Achievements in English and 
Maths (separately) 

This shows the percentage of pupils eligible for 
tests who have achieved Level 3 or below, Level 
4 or above, and Level 5 or above in the tests. We 
also show the percentage of pupils included in 
our calculations who were either absent on the 
day of the test or unable to access it e.g. because 
of a disability. 

In its response to the Bew Review of the Key 
Stage 2 Testing, assessment and Accountability, 
the Government said that it would take account 
of Level 6 test results in accountability. We have 
done this by using results of these non-manda- 
tory tests in calculation of progress measures, 
Value Added and average points scores. 

The 2012 Level 6 English reading and math- 
ematics test were not compulsory, were only 
provided to schools registering pupils for these 
tests and were externally marked. Attainment at 
Level 6 will be published at national and local 
authority level in the Key Stage 2 Statistical First 
Release, but not at school level. 



This year, calculation of English levels was done 
by combining Reading test results with Writing 
Teacher Assessment. More detailed guidance 
on the formula for calculation of these meas- 
ures can be found in technical guides and docu- 
ments part of the User Guidance section of the 
Performance Tables website. 

Average Point Score 

This shows, at school, local authority area and 
national level, pupils' average points score 
achieved. While two schools may achieve the 
same overall results in the percentage achiev- 
ing Level 4+ in English and maths measure, the 
average points score can show that, on aver- 
age, pupils in one school scored higher in tests 
than those in another school. 
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Key Stage 1 to Key Stage 2 
Progress Measures 

The Government expects the majority of pupils 
to progress by at least two levels of progress 
between Key Stage 1 and Key Stage 2 i.e. if a 
pupil was assessed as being at Level 2 in Maths 
at the end of the KS1, the expectation is that 
they would have progressed to at least Level 4 
in that subject by the end of KS4. 

The measures in the Tables show the propor- 
tion of pupils who, by the end of KS2, have 
made at least the expected progress. We also 
show the percentage of eligible pupils at the 
end of KS2 included in our calculations. 

Narrowing the Gaps 

Raising the attainment of children with the 
most deprived circumstances is a Government 
priority. The Pupil Premium guarantees addi- 
tional funding for schools with children eligible 
for free school meals at any time within the last 
six years (FSM), children looked after (CLA) and 
children of service personnel. 

These measures show how the performance 
of Disadvantaged Pupils (defined as FSM and 
CLA) compares against other pupils in a school. 
Readers will be able to see whether there is any 
gap in performance and, in due course, wheth- 
er any gap has closed over time. 



Non-mobile pupils 

These indicators show the attainment and 
progress of those pupils who have been in par- 
ticular school throughout both Years 5 and 6. 
This shows how a school's "stable" popula- 
tion has performed and may be of interest in 
areas where schools have high levels of pupil 
turnover. 

Teacher Assessment 

Schools submit data based on their own assess- 
ments of their pupils'levels of ability in English, 
Maths and Science (separately). 

TheTables show, at school level, the percentage 
of pupils assessed as being at each of Levels 3, 
4 or above and 5 or above in each individual 
subject. Additionally the percentage of pupils 
in the school for whom no teacher assessment 
was conducted is provided. 

Year on year comparison 

We have presented the percentage of pupils 
achieving L4+ in both English and maths over 
the last four years, to enable readers to see 
whether a school's performance has improved 
overtime. 



Distribution of Performance - 
achievements and progress of pupils with 
different levels of prior attainment. 

This measure highlights any differences in the 
performance and progress of pupils who, at the 
end of KS1, were low attaining, high attaining 
or performing at expected levels. 

Prior attainment definitions are based on KS1 
Teacher Assessment as follows. 

■ Below expected level = those below Level 2 
at KS1; 

■ At expected level = those at Level 2 at KS1 ; 

■ Above expected level = those above Level 2 
at KS1.

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Glossary 



Type Of School 
Academy 

Academies are state funded schools that are 
independent of local authorities. Academies 
are primarily all-ability schools and benefit 
from greater freedoms and flexibilities which 
help them to innovate and raise standards. 

Community School 

Community schools are maintained by the 
local authority (LA). The LA is the admissions 
authority - it has main responsibility for decid- 
ing arrangements for admitting pupils. 

Community Special School 

Community Special Schools are maintained by 
the LA, which is organised to make special edu- 
cational provision for pupils with special edu- 
cational needs (SEN). 

Foundation School 

Foundation Schools are maintained by the LA. 
May have a foundation (generally religious) 
that appoints some - but not most - of the gov- 
erning body. The governing body is the admis- 
sions authority. 

Foundation Special School 

Foundation Special Schools are maintained by 
the LA, which is specifically organised to make 
special educational provision for pupils with SEN. 



Free Schools 

Free Schools are all-ability state-funded schools 
set up in response to what local people say 
they want and need in order to improve educa- 
tion for children in their community. They have 
the same legal requirements as academies and 
enjoy the same freedoms and flexibilities.

Special Academy 

Special Academies are Academies organised 
in such a way as to provide specific education- 
al provision for pupils with special educational 
needs (SEN). 

Voluntary Aided school 

Voluntary Aided schools are maintained by the 
LA, with a foundation (generally religious) that 
appoints most of the governing body. The gov- 
erning body is the admissions authority. 

Voluntary Controlled school 

Voluntary Controlled schools are maintained by 
the LA, with a foundation (generally religious) 
which appoints some - but not most - of the gov- 
erning body. The LA is the admissions authority. 



Other Information in the Tables 
Key Stage 1(KS1) 

Key Stage 1 tasks and tests are taken at the 
end of the Key Stage 1 programme of study, 
normally in Year 2 when children are seven 
years old. The tests cover reading, writing and 
Mathematics. 

Key Stage 2 (KS2) 

Key Stage 2 tests are taken at the end of the Key 
Stage 2 programme of study normally in Year 6 
when children are 1 1 years old. Children have 
to be assessed at working at Level 3 or above to 
take the tests. The subjects covered are English 
and Mathematics. 

Eligible pupils 

Number of pupils eligible for Key Stage 2 
assessment in the 2011/2012 school year. All 
pupils, including those with SEN, are eligible 
for assessment under the National Curriculum 
when they reach the end of Key Stage 2. Most 
will be aged 1 1 by the end of the school year, 
but some will be older or younger. This number 
includes all eligible pupils on the school roll at 
the time of the tests in May 201 2, regardless of 
whether or not they sat the tests (some pupils 
may have been absent or working at the level 
of the tests but unable to access them).
